ROLAND GARROS STADIUM, AUTEUIL, France, 
July 28.—Great Britain blasted France's hopes of 
keeping the Davis cup today with a clean sweep of 
the first two singles matches in the challenge round 
of the International tennis battle. 

Fred Perry, British No. 1 overthrew the great 
Henri Cochet in a stirring five-set struggle, 8-10, 6-4, 
8-6, 3-6, 6-1, for the main thrust after Henry W. 
Austin exsily disposed of the newcomer, Andre Mer- 
lin, 6-3, 6-4, 6-0. 

Cochet, upon whom the chief French hopes had 
been based, put up a gallant fight against his strong, 
aggressive rival but weakened after winning the 
fourth set to square their hard-fought match.

PLUCKY PILOT 
KEEPS RECORD 


OF EPIC TRIP 


“All's well that ends well.” 

The old adage sums up the 
feelings of “Bill” Alexander, head 
of the Mattern rescue expedition 
and the trio of flying men who 
accompanied him when they 
heard that Jimmie Mattern, 
round-the-world solo flier was 
lost in the Bering sea area. Al- 
though they were not called on 
to go into the far north, Mat- 
tern being found before they 
could reach that area, Alexander 
and his flying rescue squad faced 
danger in plenty going as far as 
they did. Hastily equipped as 
was necessary, they did not count 
the cost when they heard thet 
their pal Mattern was lost. They 
were ready to risk their lives in 
an attempt to find him. That they 
were not called on to make the 
final hazardous hop was their 
good fortune, bu’ in the accom- 
panying article by “Bill” Alexan- 
der, leader of the rescue flight, it 
will be seen that they were pre- 
pared to “go the limit” if neces- 
sary.

Possibility that Mattern may attempt another record breaking 
round-the-world flight with Bennett Ho Griffin, Oklahoma City flyer, 
ind his companion on a previous attempt when they were foresd down 
in Russia was seen with press despatches quoting Bennett saying that

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SCOOPING IN THE MONEY 

Herman Trelle of Wembley captured the 
championship at Regina for hard spring 
wheat in ten bushel lots. Albertans took 
the first six places in the honors list, and 
collected twelve awards, in what is con- 
sidered the second outstanding com- 
petition at the show. 

An Alberta exhibitor annexed the first 
prize for white oats, while another took 
the premier award for alfalfa or lucerne 
seed. Seventeen out of fifty awards in 
white oats fell to Albertans, including the 
first six. The oat crop ranks second in im- 
portance to wheat in the west, and the 
showing of Alberta is another proof of the 
advantage this province enjoys as a stock- 
raising country 

Up to Tuesday night, Alberta exhibitors 
had gathered $15,455 in prize money, out 
of a total of $25,675. The world grain 
show is taking rank as the most success- 
ful Alberta fair yet held outside this pro- 
vince.

Such as it is, the agreement on silver is 
the most important that has been reached 
at the world economic conference. 

In substance the arrangement is that 
the silver holding countries are to con- 
tinue to hold; selling only specified 
amounts abroad. The producing countries 
are to buy up and hold a fixed amount of 
the product of their mines, thus also re- 
stricting the amount offered for sale. The 
broad scheme is to establish an inter- 
national monopoly, create an artificial 
scarcity, and thus force prices up. 

That is a long, long way from making 
silver a companion metal with gold as the 
basis of money, but it is held to be a step, 
a short step, toward the same end, since if 
silver were made scarce enough it would 
be as valuable as gol 

Nothing of that kind will happen, of 
course. It is not clear that the nations can 
by this device alone maintain silver in any 
fixed relation to gold. Increased produc- 
tion may interfere with that. But there is 
a hope that it will raise the price of the 
metal above the present level, and thus 
stimulate mining activity. 

Canadians have strong reasons to hope 
that expectation will be realized. The Do- 
minion is now one of the great producing 
countries. If the price rose far enough to 
make the industry really profitable, pro- 
duction in Canada could be multiplied 
many times, offering scope for employ- 
ment of capital and labor and enlarging 
the home market for other commodities. 


TWO WASTED MONTHS 

The world economic conference adjourn- 
ed yesterday. Until when, nobody knows. 
The impression in London was said to be 
that it would never meet again. It leaves 
behind a steering committee, with power 
to recall the delegates but no discoverable 
reason why it should do so. 

The conference made clear one thing; 
that there would be little use reassembling 
the representatives of the present govern- 
ments of the nations in hope that they 
would agree upon common measures to 
reduce the barricades against world trade. 

They met two months ago with that 
avowed object, and apparently general 
recognition that the thing must be done if 
world recovery was to result. But they 
part without having made a single major 
advance toward that recognized, and sup- 
posedly desired objective 

There is no agreement to reduce tariffs 
or relate moneys, or abolish quotas, or 
abandon the administrative trickery where- 
by customs duties are jumped overnight 
to block imports. Instead, the world has 
been given a two months’ demonstration of 
the uselessness of sending a of 
blockade-builders to tear down the barri- 
ers they have built.

MORE CONFERENCES ON 
THE BILL 

Representatives of the British coun- 
tries are to stay in London and hold trade 
conferences of their own 

That is wise, for two reasons. The 
agreements reached at Ottawa last fall 
have not resulted in the trade expansion 
that was hoped for. And the world con- 
ference has done nothing that is likely to 
have any important outcome in that direc- 
tion. 

The Empire countries have been trad- 
ing with one another more largely since 
the Ottawa agreements came into effect; 
but they have done that only by transfer- 
ring:trade from countries outside the Em- 
pire. Thus, while Canada’s exports to Bri- 
tain during the last year show a gain of 
$21,000, over the figures for the year 
before, our total exports show a slump of 
$71,000,000. There has been a net loss on 
the export side 314 times greater than the 
increase in exports to Britain. 

From Britain's stand-point the show- 
ing is even worse, as British sales to Can- 
ada are down $13,000,000 for the year 
ending with May. 

The world conference simply resolved 
itself into a fencing tournament, where the 
supreme object of each national delega- 
tion was to score points against others. 
There has been absolutely no such thing 
as a concerted attempt to remove barriers 
all-round and release the damned-up 
streams of trade. 

What the British countries need, as all 
other countries, is a positive expansion of 
trade—not merely a switching of trade 
from one channel to another. Since neither 
the Ottawa conference nor the London 
conference has accomplished that, or done 
anything likely to accomplish it, the Em- 
pire delegates at London are well-advised 
to get together and make another try. If 
they do not succeed in striking bargains 
that will generate new business among the 
Empire countries, that will not be for lack 
of information as to how not to go about 
the job.

Relief is in sight for the burdened taxpayer 
whose small income may be whittled down by the 
tax collector, or the burdened workingman and 
his family taxed on the sugar in their tea.

in Jew-baiting as that now being witnessed in 
Germany 


Spinoza’s father had been driven out of Spain by 
religious persecution He was among the many 
who found an asylum and a welcome in 
Holland—chiefly no doubt because the Dutch hated 
the Spanish in that day. Whatever the motive for 
this display of toleration Holland was well re- 
warded by the Jewish immigrants, who with their 
genius for commerce, helped to build up the wealth 
of the Netherlands. Sir Frederick says that if the 
rulers of Spain and Portugal had “intended to

impoverish their own countries and enrich the 
heretical provinces, they could not have done it 
better 


If you want a really good all-embracing curse 
to have in emergency, you will find it in the curse 
of excommunication pronounced on Spinoza by the 
Amsterdam synagogue for having embraced some 
of the modernistic teachings of Giordano Bruno and 
Descartes. Another young Jew, Uriel da Costa 
who had denounced changes in the faith made by 
the rabbinical teachers, after seven years of ex- 
communication was restored by a penance. He had 
to lie athwart the threshold of the Sy nagogue and 
allow the whole of the congregation to walk over 
him as they passed out. The humiliation so preyed 
on him that he wrote a denunciation of his perse 
cutors and then shot himself 

Spinoza refused to submit to the humiliation da 
Costa had undergone as the price of reinstatement 
So this great thinker, simple liver and brave man 
was excommunicated in the following comprehen- 
Sive terms ‘in Part): 

With the judgment of the angels and of the 
Saints we excommunicate, cut off, curse and 
anathematize Baruch de Spinoza, with the con- 
sent of the elders and of all this holy congrega- 
tion, in the presence of the holy books: by the 
613 precepts which are written therein; with 
the anathema wherewith Joseph cursed Jert- 
cho; with the curse which Elisha laid upon the 
children; and with all the curses which 
written in the law 

Cursed be he by day and cursed be he by 
night Cursed be he in sleeping and cursed be 
he by waking, cursed in going out and cursed 
in coming in 

The Lord shall not pardon him. the wrath 
and fury of the Lord shall henceforth be kin- 
dled against this man and shall lay upon him 
all the curses which are written in the book 
of the law 

The Lord shall destroy his name “under the 
sun, and cut him off for his undoing from all 
the tribes of Israel. with all the curses of the 
firmament which are written in the book of the 
law

Far from “destroying his name under the sun 
The name of Spinoza is the only one of them that 
survives to this day and is held in honor. That he 
was @ brave man was shown when @ mob threat- 
ene. him for being a thinker. His landlord was 
fearful that his house would be pulled down 
Spinoza said, “Do not fear. If the mob appears 
1 shall leave the house and go straight toward 
them.” When a member of the Synagogue tried 
to assassinate him with a dagger and cut a hole 
in his coat with the knife-thryst, Spinoza kept the 
coat “for remembrance.” 

When De Vries, one of his disciples. wished to 
give him a large sum of money and make him his 
heir, Spinoza said, “Leave your money to your 
brother who wants it If you choose, leave me 
enough to live on in case I lose my eyesight and 
can no longer earn a living at grinding lenses.” 

De Vries died shortly after. His will left Spinoza 
500 florins a year, but Spinoza consented to take— 
should he later need it—about 40 cents a day. When 
he died at 45 from consumption brought om him by 
dusty work as a grinder of lenses, and from over-

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Paul F. writes: “I work in a mine 
and, though I have no consumption, I am troubled 
with shortness of breath. The air cells of the lungs 
are filled with silica rock dust. Could this cause 
my trouble? 

ANSWER: If you breathe too large a quantity 
of rock dust, it could lead to a coating of the lungs 
which is termed “silicosis,” but usually much dust 
be breathed before this occurs. Various 
occupations where dust is breathed may lead to a 
fibrosis of the lungs) Those who absorb too much 
silica or stone dust may be incapacitated in from 
two to eight years. Coal miners or dwellers in 
cities where there is dust and soot may gradually 
have the lungs carbonized. The first symptoms are 
those of coughing and failing health, and if this be- 
gins to occur, it would be well for you to chang 
your occupation.
